‘only hot w a ter” try a cup of it. fresh 
water, quickly heated and brought to a 
boil, used w ith cream and sugar as for 
coffe e. 
If coffee, as ma ny believe, en­ 
courages dy spepsia, and tea renders its 
consumers subject to headaches, w hile 
a cold fluid w ith warm fluid is not h y ­ 
gienic, it answers to reason tha t if any 
drink must be used at meals, the one 
we are considering (or else hot milk), 
having none of their objectionable qua l­ 
ities, is preferable. 
To ward off the cold threatened by a 
chilly sensation, drink a cup. To loosen 
a tight cough, sip wa ter as hot as it can 
bo borne. 
A hot compress, with a dry 
flannel over iu persistently applied to 
the throat and chest w ill cure a stub­ 
born cough, a sore throat and cut short 
in its incipiency congestion of the lungs. 
To dip a cloth iu hot wa ter and lay it 
quickly over tin* seat nt pain is some­ 
times a relief in neuralgia. 
The same 
ipplication on tho stomach w ill banish 
colic. 
In croup place about the neck a 
flannel wrung out of hot water. 
For 
sprains hot fomenta tions are excellent, 
[n such cases care should be taken tha t 
the clothing is protected fr« nu dampness 
by the intervention of a dry cloth, and 
in all the uses for it thus far g iven it 
must be kept in mind tha t the wa ter is 
to be rea lly hot. 
In spasms place the afflicted child as 
quiekly as possible in a hot bath— tha t 
is, one heat« -<l us much as comfort w ill 
allow. The convulsed frame w ill be re­ 
laxed and soothed by its contact with 
tho warm water. 
A hot bath after « *x- 
pofure w ill do much to prevent the 
taking of an infectious disease. 
An oc­ 
casional full hot bath upon retiring is 
of great benefit in inducing sleep. Even 
a footbath w ill be found a help as a 
means to the same. 
When a person is tired and heated, 
bathing the face w ith warm wa ter w ill 
prove more comfortable as w ell as l« -s 
dangerous than the use of cold. 
Weak 
ey es are made stronger by bathing them 
reg ula rly in water as hot as can be 
borne. 
If they are tired, such bathing, 
to which is sometimes added a little 
suit, w ill wonderfully rest them. 
For a fine complexion and velvety 
Hkin never use cold, but wa rm wa ter in 
wa shing the face. It may be first wa sh­ 
ed w ith soap and hot wat« ‘r, then rinsed 
with tepid water. 
To bathe the face 
da ily in hot wat« *r w ill, it is said, re­ 
move pimples. 
And the appearance of 
wrinkles ma y be g rea tly delay ed, it is 
believed, by the use of the hot ba th.— 
St. Louis Republic.

Wea ther Bureau, Illinois Section, for 
the week ending J une 6 189« : 
The temperature of the past week 
averaged from .3° above normal in 
northern counties to 5 ° and 6° about 
in central and » southern, while rain­ 
fall increased from a mere sprinkle in 
eastern, northern and southern coun­ 
ties to slightly more than one inch in 
west central. 
The week was a highly 
favorable one; warm, dry , and just 
such as w’as needed to rush the corn 
planting which was practically finish­ 
ed. 
Cultivation; of earlier fields is 
general. 
Whea t is rapidly nearing 
harvest in southern counties, cutting 
will begin the last of the week; in 
central and northern counties it is 
heading and blooming, ry e also: oats 
are growing finely , rather too rank 
on some over-wet soil; grasses are ex­ 
cellent: gardens and potatoes 
fine, 
with garden truck pentiful; fruits drop­ 
ping quite badly . 


N O RT H ER N • DISTRICT. 
The week was dry and warm, except 
local lig ht showers on Wednesday , a l­ 
though preceded by heavy rains in 
some west counties: generally : how­ 
ever, it was a very favorable week and 
r/ork was pushed rapidly .
